Art, 14. — The Historical and Heraldic Institute of France 
aims to encourage and develop historical and heraldic studies. 
The Institute estabiishes relationship between learned men of 
all countries, facilitates their researches and the publication and 
difffusion of their works. 


Art. 2.—The Institute’s means of action consist in: 

a) publications and lectures; 

6) subventions and pecuniary or honorific rewards given to persons or 
groups encouraging the development of History and heraldic studies. 


Art. 3.—The Institute is divided in Titulary Members who are all elected 
and Honorary Corresponding Members who are selected amongst the inter- 
national intellectual aristocracy. The Honorary Corresponding Members 
have no other obligation than to welcome with Kindness the Colleagues who 
appeal to them for questions concerning the regions they live in. Excepting 
this only obligation of good fellowship, there remain, for these Members, 
no other charges or participations whatever. 


Art. 4.—The titles of Members of Honour, Counsellors of Honour and 
President of Honour, may be given to prominent personalities who rendered 
noted services to the Institute. 

Art. 5.—The Societies having been acknowledged, take the name of 
affiliated Societies. 

Art. 6.—Delegates may be appointed in all the cities of the World. 

Art. 7.—Every nomination in consecrated by a Diploma signed by the 
Permanent President and the Secretary General and bears the Institute’s 
Great Seal. 

Art. 8.—The Institute’s resources consist in sums given by private 
people, districts, provinces or State. 

Art. 9.—The Institute receives no assesments. 

Art. 10.—The members pay a taxe of 60 frs for the material execution 
of the Diploma which is conferred upon them. 

Art. 11—Every Member is bound to pay the sum of 40 frs for the 
service of the Institute’s Annuary. 

Art. 12.—Insignias have been created for the Institute’s Members. 

Art. 13.—Political and religious discussions are strictly forbidden in the 
Institute’s Meetings. 

Art. 14.—In case any Member of the Institute died, the Permanent 
President should have to be immediately informed by the family, so that 
the Institute should be represented at the funeral.

Art. 15.—The Institute is administered by the Permanent President as- 
sisted by the Secretary General. The Permanent President has full powers 
to act in the name of the Institute. He is the Institute’s legal representative. 
He has full powers to order supplyments, to pay sums owed by the Institute, 
and to receive sums for the Institute, to discharge, to appoint or dismiss 
his staff, the administrative employees and the secretaries, in a word, to 
assure the Institute’s perfect organisation and action. The administration 
of the funds is intrusted to him and he is responsible for them. He settles 
the object and date of the Council’s Meetings. 


Art. 16.—Indemnities and allowances destined to be used for the purpose 
of propaganda and representation, may be granted ho him. At the end of 
each year, he presents the balance—sheet to the approval of the Council. 


Art. 17.\In agreement with the Statutes, the Permanent President has 
been appointed for life. In case he resigns, his successor shall be designed 
by the Council. 


Art. 18.—The publication of the Annuary and the odd expenses con- 
nected with this publication as well as the location of the Social seat are 
on condition of the Institute. 


Art. 19. — Every year the Institute bestowes Diplomas of Laureates, with 
gold, silver and bronze Medals, to learned men having published works 
submitted fo the approval of the Reading Committee.
